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DETAILED ACTION 
A SPECIE ELECTION IS REQUIRED AS FOLLOWS: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Specie A: the reference values are from an analytical mathematically assumed 
course as in instant claim 3 

Specie B: the reference values empirical values are from imaginary, assumed 
processes as in instant claim 4 

Specie C: the reference values are concrete values from patients with known 
amounts of loss of bone density as in instant claim 5. 

The above three species each require distinct and separate subject matter 
search regarding the type of reference values for use in the practice of the instantly 
claimed method. For example, a mathematical algorithm type of reference course 
would require searching for mathematical expressions for such value courses vs. 
imaginary processes not guided by such mathematical algorithms vs. actual concrete 
patient values. Each is generally separately published in the literature as to analysis 
subject matter and document the undue search burden if they are searched together. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 and 2 are generic to the above species. 

■ Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
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readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
